His Last Words Were 


"Oh, Better." 


SKETCH OF AGNOSTIC'S LIFE 


logersoll's Famous Speech at Clncln- 


nattl In 1876—Lectured Last 


In Decatur on "Su- 


perstition." 


The announcement in the Republi- 


can press telegrams'last evening that 
Col. Robert G. Ingersoll had died 
suddenly yesterday afternoon at hip 
summer home at Dobbs Ferry, N. Y., 
occasioned special interest in Decatnr, 
as it did throughout the country. The 
news shocked Christians and agnostics 
alike and nearly every one said some- 
thing to the effect that "Now Bob 
knows all about it." 


lugersoll died of heart disease or 


apoplexy in the presence of his wife. 
She saw him sink into a chair. lie 
leaned his head upon his hand, which 
rested upon the back of the chair. He 
was asked by his wife how he was 
feeling, aud replied with his last 
words: 
40h, better," aud then he 


died. 


Robert Green Ingersoll waa born iu 


Dresden, N. Y., on August 11, 1883. 
His 
father was a 
Congregational 


clergyman, whose liberal views fre- 
quently caused 
discussion. 
Young 


Ingersoll's youth was spent in many 
different parts of the country, as his 
father moved frequently from church 
to church. A considerable portion of 
hia early youth was passed in Illinois 
and Wisconsin. He came west in 1843, 
and began his career as a lawyer at 
Shawneetown, 111. He served in the 
civil war as colonel of the llth Illinois 
"avalry. In 1868 ha became a Republi- 
can, and secured national fame in 1370 
when he nominated Blaine for the 
presidency at Cincinnati. 


It was as an agnostic aud an enemy 


of the Christian religion that lugersull 
was best known. He was kuowu the 
world over for his bitter opposition to 
Christianity, and the pamphlets he 
wrote and the speeches he made in 
support of his beliefs have had wide 
circulation. 


Up to the time of his death he was 


unquestionably the 
most 
powerful 


living foe of the Christian creed. He 
had engaged in many bitter contro- 
versies with ministers of tbu Christian 
church and others who disagreed with 
his views. His ability as an orator, iu 
the way of rythmio 
speeches and 


poetic fancy, was unbounded. He 
exercised great power over his andi 
ences by the beauty of his words and 
the melody of his utterances. 


Ingersoll resided atPeoria from 1868 


to 1878. He was attorney general of 
Illinois in 1866, when General Oglesby 
was first governor. Since 1878 Inger- 
soil had lived iu New York. 


Last fall lugersoll delivered his last 


lecture at the Grand opera house in 
Decatur. The subject was "Super 
stition." He waa heard by a large 
audience. Many remarked then that he 
was growing feeble. While he was here 
an effort was made to engage him in 
a joint debate on religion, but he 
ignored the challenge and left for th° 
oast, ridiculing the challenge.
